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Hygiene Rales /or the School 


Somevrhat of a furore appears to liave been kicked up at Indian- 


'Epolis by new hygiene rules which have just been adopted by the city 
school board in that i'ity. Under these rules it is demanded that 
•cv-'ry school teacher in the public school there, regardless of 


•ago or years of service, will now be required, before taking up the 
duties of the new school year, undergo a physical examination for 
tuberculosis and other transmissible diseases. Furthermore, each 
teacher will be required to present a certificate from a reputable 
physic.'hn showing that the holder has been vaccinated against typhoid 
fever. 


And why not the teacher? Can there be ascribed any valid reason 


why lie should be exeepted in exactions made upon the pupil? School 
authorities everywhere in the past few years have beeu giving and 
are still giving attention to matters of hygiene that were unthougbt-of 
oven a few years ago. We have come to demand much better and 
more thoroughly sanitary school buildings and surroundings. "We 
have insisted on better light, adequate ventilation, absolute 'cleanli- 
ness and the removal of every element tending to contribute to ill- 
health or that operates against perfect development of the pupil. We 


• provide medical and dental inspections at frequent intervals. We 


guard so far as possible against over-crowding. We insist upon proper 
physical exercise under the instruction of competent supervisors — all 
*,o the intent that the child may be healthful as well as acquire an 
tlucational equipment. 


Manifestly this work, to be effective, should be complete. The 


leacher, particularly the instructors of the very young, come into

INDIANA'S GRADE CROSSING LAW. 


judgment to ask assurance that they are physically as well as 


ncutally lit for their tremendously important task. In Indianapolis, 
on account of the recent prevalence of the disease there, the vaccina- 
tion of children against typhoid is required. Whatever safeguard is 
necessary in the case of the children may very reasonably and very 
Jogieafly be insisted upon in the case of their instructors as well.

Those who are interested In making 


safer some grade crossing in their vi- 
cinity would do well to study tlie law 
that was passed at the Jast session of 
the legislature. 
It was fathered by 


Representative 1* R Symonds, of Lew- 
isville, and la designed to give to the 
public service commission ample au- 
thority to act where action is in the 
interest ot safety. Under its terms live 
or mo're citizens may petition the state 
commission to remove obstructions to 
the view or to Install safety equipment 
at any grade crossing. 


The commission is empowered to re- 


quire any person, firm or corporation 
to remove any building or other ob- 
struction that shuts oft the view at a 
grade crossing. The railway or trac- 
tion company may be required to sta- 
tion a flagman at any crossing deemed 
to 1)0 dangerous, or may be ordered to 
install an automatic gong to warn the 
traveling public of the approach of a 


train or trolley car. Hearing, of course, 
is to bo given to both the public and 
company before action is taken by the 
commission. 


The power of eminent domain is con- 


ferred on railway and traction com- 
panies for the purpose 
of enabling 


them to condemn and remove any ob- 
struction not on their own rights-ot- 
way. The law seems to cover the sub- 
ject and should be invoked more fre- 
quently than has been the case In 
the first year of itS( existence. Indiana 
has altogether too many grade cross- 
ing accidents. It is not likely that all 
can be eliminated 
but the 
number 


should bo very materially reduced, and 
could be under the new law. 


Records kept by County Agent Henry disclose the interesting 


fact that a total of more than 33,000 people have attended the various 
meetings conducted by the county agent during the two years of his 
official service in Allen county. The figures give an illuminating 
glimpse of the extent of this work, and show to some degree the wide- 
spread interest in it, but they cannot adequately measure the good 
that has been accomplished or the progress made toward better rural 
living and better rural working. 
That influence does not end with 


the adjournment of the meetings. It goes on and on through the 
years.

Washington, D.

for seeding a new lawn in the star.ss 
south of 3S!ew Encland and north of the 
Potomac and Ohio rivers, according to 
plant specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Likewise, 
the repairing of lawns in this region is 
much more likely to be successful if 
undertaken in the early autumn rather 
than in the early spring. 
The reason 


late summer and fail planting is pref- 
erable whore climatic conditions 
will 


permit is that young grass does not stool 
veil in spring and summer and is not 
aggressive enough during these seasons 
to combat weeds. In the northern tier 
of states and New England, these con- 
ditions do not hold, and spring is the 
hest time fcr lawn work. At that tima 
in the extreme north the soil is more 
open than later in the season and of- 
fers, a better seed bed. 


Soil Preparation. 


The first consideration in making a 


r.cw 
lawn is a suitable soil. 
This 


should be well drained and of good tet 


to increase their water-holding capacity. 
The humus may bo supplied in the form 
of manure compost or soil from mush- 
room beds at the rate of one-half ton to 
1,000 square feet of area. 
After the 


proper constituents arc supplied, the 
lawn soil should be thoroughly stirred 
and fined. This preparation should be- 
Ein several weeks before seeding time, 
to allow,sufficient time for the ground 
to settle and for weed seeds to germin- 


*e. 
Seed and Seeding. 


Kentucky blue grass is, in general, 


the most desirable turf-forming gram 
for lawn use in the northern part ot 
the United States. For hest results_it 
usually is made the predominant in- 


fo mixtures containing also th« 


?teds of several other grasses and whits 
clover. 
A mixture found satisfactory 


by department specialists consist* of 17 
parts of Kentucky blue grass, 4 parts 
redeaned redtop, 3 parts perennial ryo 
grass, and 1 part white clover. Thos» 
planting lawns must not make ths mu- 
take of sow-ing their seed too thinly, 
fcr a thick stand of grass is essential at 
the beginning. From 4 to 5 pound* of 
he above mixture should b* sorm for 
ach 1,000 square feet of area. Th» 
eed may be covered over a small aria 
y hand' raking, or, on a large MM, by 
weeder. After the seeds are covered, 
he planted area may be rolled lightly.

states anil Canada, collected so much 
noney that on returning she was Imll- 
d in tlie newspapers as the "thou- 
and-dollar-a-day girl."

francs In support of hospitals treating 
wounded French soldiers, she was en- 
tertainer! by three generals. Her hosts

of Verdun; 
General Nlvelle, 


now in command of the army of Ver- 
dun, 'and General Dubole, In command 
in Verdun Itself. Miss Burke was also 


I United States, in an automobile placed 


at her disposition by the French gov- 
ernment, Miss Burke visited practl- 
•ally the entire front, paying particu- 
lar attention to the work of the hos- 
pitals. She remained in France about 
a month. "Ten days after my arriva 
I assisted at the opening of a new 
ward of 100 beds in the hospital of the 
Scottish women at Royaumont," she 
said. 
"The ward is called 'Canada,' 


because It was paid for by the Canad- 
ian money. The money was given to 
me by five Canadian cities during my 
hurried visit—Ottawa, Montreal, Tor- 
onto, Hamilton, and London, Ontario. 
The Canadian Red Cross made me a 
splendid gift of $10,000. 


"Kverywhere I was 
tremendously 


impressed by the work of the hospitals, 
their remarkable systems whereby the 
wounded are so promptly given the 
best attention, and I was glad actually 
to witness the wonderful work of the 
American ambulance sections. I saw 
several and they were much closer to 
the firing line than anyone would Im- 
agine, the young men being constantly 
in the greatest peril, but seeming to 
forget In their zeal all about their per- 
sonal safety." 


Although'she knew It in a vague way. 


Miss Burke says that she did not real- 
ize the great danger she was In at 
Verdun as she stood out near the top 
of the citadel and watched the battle.

If confined too closely they are apt 


to become droopy and sick. While not 
particularly active they thrive better If 
they have a reasonably large run and 
they seem to take on fat better. 


Too many people make the mistake 


of waiting until within two weeks of 
marketing before fattening their birds, 
They should be pushed a least six 
weeks to get the very best results. This 
will produce a large, fat capon that 
wlll._bring- a fancy price if packed in 
clean, white paper In a clean box.
